McHenry) in 1978; and

move 1into a larger facility in Lake County and starting the

Accoustical Ceiling Division; and

WHEREAS, In 1996 Anthony Pintozzi, Jr., Randy Freund, and
Bill Preston bought the company from Tony and Chuck; therefore,
